is a matter of g reatest importance 
to ths voting population of Penn­ 
sylvania 
rig ht now, in the opinion 
of General Edward Martin, 
chair­ 
man of the Republican State Com­ 
mittee. 
In a statement issued to­ 
day, 
Chairman Martin urged the 
electors of Pennsylvania to attend 
to this civic duty at the first oppor­ 
tunity. 
He said that to be really effect­ 
ive, support of Hoover and Curtis 
and the whole Republican ticket 
must be translated into votes in 
the baHot box election day, Novem ­ 
ber 6th, 
“ Of 
paramount importance 
In 
the presidential cam paig n,” said 
General Martin, "is personal reg is­ 
tration in cities of the first, second 
and third classes, 
and assessm ent 
and reg istration in boroughs and 
townships. E very man and woman 
interested in the election of Hoover 
and Curtis should see to it that 
they are qualified to vote. 
“ One must have been a resident 
of the state for one year to be 
qualified 
to 
vote, 
but 
a 
native 
Pennsylvanian, or one who 
had 
been a qualified elector of the state 
and moved elsewhere and returned, 
m ust 
have resided 
in 
the state 
thereafter for at least six m onths. 
“ One must be a resident o f the 
precinct or division in which he or 
she desires to vote for at least two 
m onths prior to election day, N o­ 
vember 6th. 
“ In order to vote, a citizen m ust 
have paid a state or county tax 
w ithin two years of the November 
election. 
“ Saturday, October 6th, is the 
last day upon which tax can be 
paid to qualify voters for the com­ 
ing election. 
“ Electors in tow nships and bor­ 
oug hs should keep these facts in 
mind: 
If you are already enrolled 
and reg istered in your election dis­ 
trict in a township or borough, it 
is not necessary to do so ag ain. 
“ If you are a new resident in a 
township or borough, or having re­ 
moved from another district, you 
should call on the assessor and 
have him add your name to his list. 
Inquire of your neighbors or visit 
the polling placo to ascertain the 
name and address of the assessor. 
The assessor is required by law to 
be at the polling place on Septem ­ 
ber 4th and 5th. 
These dates ap­ 
ply not only to boroughs and tow n­ 
ships, but are in force in cities of 
the first, second and third classes.
